At the Magistracy, to-day, before Mr H. 
EB, Wodehouse, the ilve Chicese charged 
with being concerned in sotting fire to 
the Kung Oheong shop, $71 Queen's Road, 
on thé night of the 80th Fuly, ware brought 
up again on remand, ° t 

Mr. CG. Malsch, who had surveyed the 
premises, described the building and the 
traoes of fre and kerosene in various parts 
of it. : 

Wong Kan, employed in the ehop, identi- 
fied the five defendants ae boing inmates of 
the building, and as having all slept on the 
premioa ou the night of the firs, “ The first 
defendant, Tam Pang, was accountant of 
the Kung Cheong shop, and was in charge 
of the businesa during the master’s absence. 
He also omnducted the business of tho 
Kwong Shua Loong, a Singapore tirm for 
whieh the Kang Cheong shop waa agent, 
His place waa at the inner counter by day, 
and at night he sleptin the accountant’s 
room, The second defendant,'Chun Kwong, 
was assietant accountant, and worked at 
the outer counter, He also slept on it, 
The third defendant, Chung Wa, was 
a coolia in the Kuog Cheong, and 
slept on tho floor verandah, 
The fourth, Chung Mas, ales a eootie, slept 
an the ground floor, aod the fifth, Chung 
Cheung, (ovolie} on the first floor inside. 
When witness firat heard aries of fira ho had 
beon sleeping. He got up and found the 
house on fre, and all tho inmates awake. 
Ho was on the first floor and the fire was 
below. Heclimbed over into tha verandah 
of the next honge to escape. He did not sco 
any rope hung from the Kung Cheong 
verandah. He did noi go down into tha 
gronad fioor because it was on fire; the 
stairs wore burniog. ' He did not stop to put 
ont the fire, a8 it was too strong ; he wanted 
to get away. Hae did not go to the 
back of the shop, where the flre was, Ho 
did not know who gave tho alarm. The 
master or wanagiog partner of the shop, 
Chuag Shiu, wasaway that night ; could not 
say wheo he was last thore, He waa only 
in the shop about ten days.in a month, 

To Him, opployed in the Wai Sung Bank. 
91 Bonham Strand, aaid that on tha night 
of the 3th July the Kung Cheung 
socount books were brought to his 
place for enfe keoping, about ove o’olook 
am. He was in bed at tha time, 
He was told the Kung Cheung shop waa oo 
fire, He did oot examine tho books, After- 
wards the second defendant end a policeman 
came and took the books away. 

Thomas Sexton; P. 0. 33,'said be was on 
duty on the 3st, on Queen's Road, About 
12.30 a.m. he met District Watahman No. 
61, who gayehim a parcel made of paper 
saturated with kerosena oil and containing 
matches recently burat, Tha two then went 
% the house, 371 Queen’s Rowd. Witness 
saw charred timbera on the cocktort floor 
near the stair, and a basket full of shavings, 
He also saw rope fastened to the vorandab 
and banging down, Thera was obout o 
equare foot of burnt fluor at tho head of the 
cockloft stair, The basket of shavings was 
about eight feet to the left, ou the cuckloft 
floor, ‘There was a very strong smell uf 
kerosene in the loft, and somo cloth on the 
stair also smelt of kerosene, There were 
splashes of kerogena on the floor close to the 
burat part, The cloth on the stair was. 
what the watchman hsd usid to beat out 
the fire.

Accorping to despatches received by ihe 
Board of War from Lanchon, the capital cf 
Kanay, writes our native correspondent at 
Poking, the Mahommedan rebellion in that 
province is of greater dimensions than waa 
at first anticipated at Poking. The territo- 
rial army,'some 20,000 strong, has been 
unable, to overawe the rebels, and although 
General Tung Fu-siang, the Kashgarian

Meanwhile the 
mixed train from Bezwada steawed into 
Chintabpili station and rolled on to the loop 
Hine alongside the ballast train, Here 
shunting wae required as the Diatriot En. 
gineer’s snloon had had to be detached and 
kept oo the main line, The train started 
off with three waggons ond the brake-yan 
whioh on orossing the points shunted on to 
the rain line where the ballast train atood. 
No conception of possible harm was formed 
by the driver of the shunting engioe, who 
followed the usual courac, but the ballost 
traia wos pushed into motion and whilo 
moving the ccolies woke up and attuggled to 
get freo of the wheels, In their soramblo 
ono tan was cruahed to death on the line 
and twenty-four others were badly injured 
about the head and body and ons woman 
had her band out off [It was not lon 
before the unfortunate cooliea wero carrie 
into tho train and eventually sent off to 
hospitel where two have since diod.
